WAR VETERANS’ ALLOWANCE 

Bir,—War veterans’ allowance recipients should 
not require to reliquish claims on the Federal 
Government in order to enjoy better financial 
returns from their allowances or pensions; but 
that is what is going to happen If Ottawa authori- 
thes still persist in refusfig the reqtiest of the 
Canadian Legion for better conditiona/insofar as 
the war veterans’ allowance Is concérned 

Today, the maximum, including other revenue 
and allowance (basic rate) for veterans is around 
$1,105 to $1,120 a year, where married couples are 
concerned. Basic rate of allowance being $70 a 
month for married couples and $40 for A single 
veteran. An additional Income of $250 a year for 
married and $125 a year for single being per- 
mitted. The sum of $25 being allowed for interest 
on a certain amount of savings, also allowed 

In regard to old-age pensions, the maximum 
permitted, including the pension and extra reve- 
nué, if any, is around $1,320 a year for married 
couples where both’qualify for pension 

The Provincial Government is to be corigratu- 
Jated upon its action in increasing old-age pen- 
sions to $50 a month, which means $100 a month 
for a married couple, a much better deal than Is 
being handed out to war veterans by Ottawa, 

It is true that the Federal Government fas in- 
troduced a super means test on veterans, whereby 
in the form of “direct relief” the allowances can 
be boosted by $10 for a single veteran, and $15 
for a.married couple, provided that they have no 
tneome from any other source
